and Soviet Naval Attache Yevgeni Ivanov and, therefore, could be engaged in intelligence 
activities. It cites activities of an unnamed Hungarian girl who allegedly had given a 
recording to an unnamed "globe-trotting Russian. " She claims it was an innocent message 
to her mother; however, an unnamed Immigration investigator conjectured that the messag< 
may have been one of an espionage nature. The article contains no positive instance of 
espionage and does not criticize the FBI in any manner. ^
